This change in the tastes of the 
country’s youth has been of timely ad­ 
vantage to the United Stutes shipping 
board, which Is looking for thousands 
of young men to serve on the new mer­ 
chant ships built by the government 
as a result of the war. 
Ships of the new cargo fleets owned 
by the nation are being launched at 
the rate of two a day. 
Each vessel 
requires a crew of not less than fifty 
men, and the shipping board alms to 
make these crews as nearly as possible 
all-American. 
To secure tile men It needs for the 
merchant service, the .shipping hoard 
began establishing Its own recruiting 
offices in large cities after the war 
ended—when the 
average recruiting 
office went out of business. 
Its office for the middle West was 
opened ut *»5 South Dearborn street, 
Chicago, In the heart of the downtown 
section. 
Young men flocked to it tis 
soon as it was open. 
The office is in 
Charge of Dr. Oliver .T. Lee, director 
of a fre** school in navigation that th** 
shipping board has maintained at Chi­ 
cago since early in the war, for train­ 
ing deck officers. 
Chance to See World. 
“We offer the young man no longer 
satisfied with his former outlook in 
the world a chance to see distant 
countries,” 
said 
Doctor I.ce.

plan to give the young sailor who en 
ters the new merchant marine plenty 
of chance to improve his opportunities. 
His voyages will he varied, so that he 
may see the greatest number of conn- 
tries in th** >lu>rtest possible 
time.

On completing the training period. 
the young mariners are shipped out in 
the crews of deep-sea vessels, at wages 
varying from $55 a month for ordinary 
seamen to $75 a month for firemen. 
They agree to remain in the merchant 
service at least a year. 
May Seek Promotion. 
At tim end of the year the young 
men will he counted as experienced 
American seamen. 
They will be ex­ 
pected to seek promotion, and at the 
end of two years they will be qualified 
to study at a shipping hoard school for 
officers, which gives technical instruc­ 
tion in navigation or marine engineer­ 
ing. 
The engineering courses are giv­ 
en at the best technical colleges. 
In addition to maintaining recruiting

RUSS RUBLE WORTH 12 CENTS 


Ourrency Values Fixed by British Au­ 
thorities to Aid Archangel

That places tile ruble at 
6 pence, roughly Iii cents in American 
money. 
Exchange on the old ruble*, both 
those issued under the imperial gov­ 
ernment and the Kerensky govern­ 
ment, has been extremely unstable 
throughout the bolshevik regime in all 
parts of Russia. 
The distribution of money is uneven. 
Money famines are constantly appear­ 
ing in many sections, regardless of the 
fact that all money presses are kept 
going day and night.

When he had recovered control he 
found himself surrounded by 15 Fok- 
kers in attack formation. He drove at 
the nearest and the two were at once 
jockeying for favorable positions in 
terrific m anuevers that carried them 
through the other 14. 
('hance shots 
during these evolutions sent down two 
of the m ajor’s adversaries, and then 
at ten yards lie “got on the tail” of the 
first Fokker, probably the squadron 
leader, and shot him down in flames. 
Then the m ajor was wounded a sec­ 
ond time, this bullet shattering the 
bone of his left thigh. In a dead faint, 
with his engine running at top speed, 
the Britisher fell in wild sweeping 
circles, until he once again regained 
his senses and was able to pilot his 
scout.

Ile used all his strength to try for a 
collision once more, and was still able 
to fire feebly, His success was r* peat 
cd. A Fokker went down in ’flames at 
three yards range. 
Makes Dive for Safety. 
As lie was now too dizzy to see, he 
dived to within a few thousand feet of 
the ground, just over the lines, bis en­ 
gine going “full out,” so that it is a 
miracle his machine stood the strain, 
and again he was attacked, this time 
by eight enemy scouts. 
The terrible descent seemed to brace 
him. 
British observers saw him go 
through the most amazing spins, spir­ 
als, zooms and all the tricks of the 
British scout tighter. 
In a 12-minute 
engagement he drove down two Ger­ 
mans out of control, broke free of the 
others and came home skimming trees 
and trenches. 
He probably will pull 
through. 
In less than an hour the m ajor had 
engaged fifty to sixty enemies, destroy­ 
ing four, disabling four to six, suffered 
three crippling wounds and brought 
back his machine in repairable condi­ 
tion.
